Ching testified before the sen- 


ate labor committee in opposition 
to a. .section of the administra- 
ftion's^new labor bill which would 
shift the service to the labor de- 
partment. 


Ching's words meant open con- 


troversy between two of the ad- 
ministration's top labor men over 
the point.

Tobin yesterday asked that

ment. 


Tobin also said that the bill, as 


presented to the committee, had 
approval of President Truman.

• The Taft-Hartley law, which 
the administration is out to re- 
peal, established the independent 
stature of the conciliation service.

, Ching did not say directly in a 
prepared stater, enc whether he 
would step out as director of the 
service if it is placed under Tobin.

Executive Proposes Outright 
Subsidy To Building Industry 


Harrisburg, Feb. 1—(JP)—An 


outright subsidy of $15,000,000 to 
the building industry was propos- 
ed by Gov. James H. Duff today. 
He said it will assure $50,000,000 
in low rent homes in the next two 


the 
federal 
government 


years. 
"If 


matches or doubles what we put 
up, it will mean $100,000,000 to 
$150,000,000 in housing at 
the 
state level," Duff said. 


The Republican governor made 


public his housing program at a 
news conference called in connec- 
tion with presentation of his two- 
year financial program to the 1949 
legislature. 


He said the plan was developed 


after lengthy discussion with rep- 
resentatives of the building indus- 
try, insurance companies and la- 
bor on the housing shortage. 


"They told me that a subsidy be- 


tween 25 and 35 per cent from 
the government is necessary if we 
are going to get low rent housing," 
Duff said. "This will be an out- 
right subsidy with no strings. We 


not get the money back any- 


more than we eet money spent for 
relief." 


The governor explained the pro- 


posed program will work this 
way: 


After a community's 
housing 


needs are determined, a project to 
meet them will be set up with 
plans and specifications worked 
out to the final details. 


Then anyone interested in build- 


ing such houses will be invited to 
offer bids with the understanding 
that the rentals will be fixed for a 
period of 10 to 15 years. 


The contractor, builder or com- 


pany offering to build the project 
with the lowest amount of state 
subsidy will get the job. The win- 
ning bidder will be required to put 
up a bond to guarantee that rents 
will stay within the figure set by 
the state for a period of two years. 


Duff said he will propose estab- 


lishment of a new state agency 
to decide the housing need is the 
greatest and what type project 
shall be built. The*same agency 
will also decide what rentals will 
be charged.

CHANGE IN MARSHALL PLAN 


The announcement of Russia's "Marshall Plan" for 


itself and five satellite nations is z reminder that the real 
Marshall Plan today is not what it started out to be. In 
presenting the plan, General Marshall said "Our policy is 
directed not against any country or doctrine, but against 
hunger, poverty, desperation and misery." Later he said 
specifically that the plan was open to Russia and the Balk- 
En countries if they cared to come in. 


Poland did announce acceptance of the plan. Czecho- 


slovakia asked to send an observer to the first discussion 
meeting in Paris. Then Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov 
walked out of his conference with the British and French 
foreign ministers. He charged that the Marshall Plan 
would usurp the sovereignty of small nations 
That act 


really rang down the iron curtain. 


Poland and Czechoslovakia had to withdraw their ap- 


proval. Then Russia widened the political and economic 
breach further by such acts as closing practically all of 
the Danube to traffic with the west. Now the Soviets say 
that the U. S., Britain and western Europe are "boycot- 
ting trada relations with the countries of the people's 
democracy and the U. S. S. R." 


Tha* is the excuse given for forming the Council of 


Mutual Economic Assistance, made up of Russia, Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Hungary and Bulgaria. 
The dissident 


Tito of Yugoslavia is out. The council's aim is "broader 
cooperation" through the exchange of economic and tech- 
nical experience and of such things as raw materials, 
foodstuffs, machinery and equipment. 


This is something quite different from the Marshall 


Plan, though its originators v/ould have the world think 
otherwise. There is no mention of money in Moscow's 
announcement. 
In fact, the setup of the two programs 
;s as dissimilar as the situations of the two countries 
. Jivolved, 


America's European aid policy is both economic and 


political, although the political aspects were forced on it 
by Russia's boycott of the Marshall Pan. The best means 
of keeping Communism from engulfing all Europe seemed 
to be through the recovery of European economy and cur- 
rency and the revival of European trade. 


There was self-interest as well as idealism in America's 


anxiety to preserve freedom in Europe. Through help 
the governments of France and Italy, which were hanging 
on by the skin of their teeth when the Marshall Plan 
was launched, now seem reasonably safe from Communist 
over-throw. 


Russia's co-operative agreement with the satellites has 


little political motive. Moscow can force their adherence 
to Communism through armed force action, terrorism 
and political chicanery. B_it the Soviets face an economic 
problem of making six nations lift themselves by one 
another's bootstraps. 


The six nations already ha\ e trade and barrier agree- 


ments among themselves. Informed observers say that, 
under these agreements, Russia gets most of the advan- 
tage. It remains to be seen whether the Soviets will fur- 
ther weaken their neighbors to strengthen themselves, or 
whether there is to be a more even division of the six 
countries' limited self-sufficiency. 


Whatever the result, we doubt that it will be success- 


ful enough to make the citizens of the satelliae countries 
rejoice that Moscow forced their own puppet governments 
to turn their back on America's Marshall Plan assistance.
